San Francisco, March 24.—New* has 
been received In this city, says a dis­ 
patch from lx)s Angeles to the Chron­ 
icle, of the murder of five members of 
the family of Pedro Meza, president 
of I^adtira. Sonora, Mexico, and broth­ 
er-in-law of Frederick Hartman, presi­ 
dent of the William Hoege company of 
IjOs Angeles, who was massacred by 
Indiana within a few miles of their 
home and their bodies left In the road­ 
way between Ortiz and Ladura until a 
sufficient number of Mexican troops 
could be sent to overawe the raiding 
outlaws and bring In the victims. The 
names of those 
killed 
are: 
8enor 
Pedro Meza, president of ladura, arch 
mining contractor and one of the most 
prominent men in the district; Senora 
Elvira Mesa, wife of the president; 
Senoritas Carmen. Elolsa and Pan- 
chetta Meza, eighteen, 
twenty 
and 
twenty-three years of age, their daugh­ 
ters. 
Mrs. Wenczlaus Hoff, an old 
friend of the Mezas, and Mrs. H art­ 
man and Theodore Hoff, twenty-four 
years of age. ber only son. 
Three 


members of the Meza family survive. 
They are the baby son Pedro Mesa, 
and two young daughters, Mercedes 
and Si firs. 
The children had been left at home 
In Ladura when the rest of the family 
went driving In carriages to Guayamas 
for the purpose of consulting a physi­ 
cian about Senorita Rlotsa, who had 
been ailing, and at the same time 
enable other members of the family 
to do some shopping and visit friends. 
Returning from Guayamas the party 
■topped at Ortiz, and It Is supposed 
they were Joined there by Mrs. Hoff 
and her son. 
Here It is said they 
learned of the presence of a band of 
Tabula In the Los Otaten mountains 
near (Hates pass, through which they 
had to travel to reach Ladura. and a 
mining camp, where F. A. Hartman 
owns large nterests of silver and cop­ 
per properties. The worst gorge was 
passed and they entered a wider val­ 
ley when from every ledge and moun­ 
tain debris came the crack of rifles 
The men charged 
desperately 
the 
alopea. calling down upon their heads 
a rain of lead to divert the Are fron- 
those they would be bound to protect. 
In this way they fell with their faces 
to the unseen foe. The last desperate 
stand the survivors made was In the 
shelter over the carriage, and they 
fought back, dying, but still fighting 
to the last, knowing there was no 
mercy for them 
The story of the 
massacre 
was 
brought to Ortiz by an Indian letter 
carrier, who shortly afterward went 
through the pass on a trip with mail, 
and who identified the bodies of those 
killed.

BL Petersburg, March 24.—Lawless 
ness and crime are keeping pace in 
Russia with the repressive measures 
of the government. 
Columns of the 
newspapers are daily filled with rec­ 
ords of murders and robberies and side 
by side are brief chronicles of con­ 
demnations and military executions of 
political offenders. 
The majority of 
the robberies and assassinations are 
of a political nature, and everywhere 
tho revolutionists are fighting their 
oppressors with bombs and revolvers 
The record of a single day shows the 
distracted state of the country. 
At Tamboff. Riga, Warsaw, Batoum. 
Mitau and Chita, military executions 
took place while from a half dozen 
other cities comes reports of death 
sentences passed by military courts 
on political prisoners. 
From Stavrpol and Kuban provinces 
In the Caucasus comes news of the 
pilage of the churches and the theft 
of sacred jewels and relics. 
Near Samaria robbers disguised as 
rural guards, held up a mall coach and 
carried off $19,060 
in booty 
and at 
Orenburg, province of Orenburg, an 
armed band plundered the state dis­ 
tillery and several pharmacies. 
An attem pt was made at Klotlavsk 
Poland, to assassinate the cihef of po­ 
lice and at Starjity, Poland, a large 
factory was set on fire cad. burned to 
the ground. 
Armed men at Ekatrinoslav, South 
Russia, entered the counting room of 
i 
merchant, ordered 
the clerks to 
row up their hands, and got off with 


$ 1,000. 
At Smolensk, province of Smolen- 
skan, an infernal machine was thrown 
through a window Into an assembly of 
nobles and in Sebastopol eight masked 
men enter© a store, bound and gagged 
the proprietor and employes, and es­ 
caped with the contents of the till. 
“The spirit of lawlessness has also 
penetrated the north, which part of 
the country is till snowbound. 
“The peasants of the northern Vol­ 
ogda province on the road to ‘Arch­ 
angel’ are driving off the proprietors. 
They fought a battle near Yarensk 
with a detachment of 130 Cossacks, 
were defeated and left a number of 
dead on the field. 
On the other hand 
near Biosiek, In Novgorod province 
the peasants were victorious In a fight 
with forest guards, causing the latter 
to retreat.”

The weather bureau officials have given out through the press their 
determination to make and publish long range weather forecasts at an 
early date, and thereat I rejoice. 
As I view the matter, they are com­ 
pelled by the popularity of Foster's forecasts, to promise that the 
weather bureau will soon enter the long range field. 
Prof. Bigelow, who has been at work on this problem in the 
weather department fifteen years, is thegeniusjon whom Chief Moore 
depends for the fulfillment of these promises. 
Bigelow is the best me­ 
teorologist, mathematician, astronomer and magnetician in the govern­ 
ment service, and if he fails the orthodox scientists will lose hope of 
further progress. 
Bigelow’s theory is that some force within the sun causes the pe­ 
riodical variations in the sunspots, the earth s magnetic forces^ and in 
our weather. 
My theory is that the cause lies in the changing relative 
positions of sun, moon, earth and other planets. One of these theories 
may be correct, both cannot be. 
If one of the systems v.ill give fairly 
good long range weather forecasts, that will determine which is best. 
Therefore I challenge the U. S. weather bureau to a test in long 
range weather forecasting. 
Prof. Bigelow at the head of 6 or 8 scien­ 
tists, each getting a salary of $3,000 a year and each having two clerks 
at $2,400 a year, or an aggregate of more than thirty thousand dollars 
a year, ought to work out the weather problem. 
I long to see them 
enter the long range field, knowing that if they succeed I must retire. 
I am absolutely confident of my own victory.
